A prirnary purpose of the State agency survey; was 
to ascertain the extent and availabihty of statisiics at 
the State ievel on numbers of limited-English-speaking 
persons, from nQn-English'dpniinant language backv 
grounds in their jurisdictions.

Data on participation in programs funded by th% 
' local ^school districts were not separately available for 
California, Colorado, Louisiana, New Mexico, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Utah. All but Louisiana had conducted'^ 
statewide surveys in 1974-75 and reported total partici- 
■ pation, including participation in programs funded by 
the local school districts. Louisiana, as indicated above, 
reported State and local participation ^ata combinedi 

It should be noted that New York, which collects 
total participation data from its school districts by 
fund source, reported unduplicated counts of 1974-75 
participation in programs funded by the State, by the 
local districts, and by^ title I of the Elernentary and 
Secondary Education, exclusive of participatio^Tn title 
Vn, ESEA-the Billfigual Education Act. The Cali- 
fornia data-collection system also separates partici- 
pation in programs funded from State sources from 
that in pro-ams funded by title I, title VII, and othej 
Fedetal fund sources, as well as in programs whose 
fund sources cannot be separately identified. However, 
except for.th^se two States, it Ms not knovm to what 
extent the participation data reported for state-funded 
or locally funded prop^ams represents the same pupil 
populations receiving services th^ou^_ title I, title VII, 
or other Federal fund SQurces, 

The data provided by the States on participation in 
1974-75 classroom proparns apart from participation 
speciricaliy in programs funded by title I, ESEA, are 
^uminarized in tables 4a, 4b, 4c, and 4d. Data, on 
participation in programs funded^ from title I are 
summarized in table 5,
